758 , US Amy, having been duly sworn, state: That I 
acted as sworn interpreter in this natter; that I truly 
translated the oath adninistcred by Capt. RODOLFO F. ArQNTE, 

HIF. 0-406762, Hq Seventh US Army, ’.far Crimes Dct., French 
Occupied Germany, AID 758, US Army, to B03ERP HOELZER, 

That thereupon he made and subscribed the foregoing state¬ 
ment in my presence and that the foliattiafi is a true and 
oorroct translation of said statement to the best of my 
knowledge and ability: 

My name is ROBERT HOELZER, bom IIov 10, 1J09 in BARMEN, 

I an single, an office worker and live in QxLABHT, 139 
Duesseldorfcr Street. 

About the end of March 1915 enemy fliers landed in 
OiliADEN and vioinity. At the time I was Sgt. with the 
field gendarmerie search patrol. I was at the military 
town headquarters of Obladcn located next to the building 
of the Kreisleitung, I received an order from Major 
3UEHL to roport to Oberlcutnant SCHEFER at the Kreisleitung 
concerning the transfor of captured fliers, 'Then I repor- 
ted at t he Kreisleitung I was told that Oberloutnant 
SCHAEFER had gone to the landing place. I went off in ray 
car. I met two soldiers at the employment bureau, carry¬ 
ing a wounded flier they had captured. At this sane aooMpt, 
Oborleutnant 3CH.JKER cane from the same direction that 
the soldiers cane with the captured enemy flier. I ques¬ 
tioned the two soldiers about the prisoner I was supposed 
to take away. At the sane moment I was asked by Lt. SCHAEFER, 
"are you the man that drives here?" My answor was "yes," 

I had them seat the flier in my car and rode with him un¬ 
der orders to the building of the KREISLEITUNG. Ho was 
taken to the backyard of the building and seated on the 
step. Shortly after this two more captured fliers were 
brought to the backyard of the KREISLEITUNG and held there. 

Then thoy wore, (these two uninjured fliers) taken into 
the orderly room of the Vylkastum and hold there. The 
injured one of course was taken into an adjoining room and 
pieced into a bed where he received first aid and was taken 
care of by the Volkssturm soldier 3R0ICHHAUS, 

I received an order by Lt. SCHAEFER to drive him and 
one of the enenty flying officers to the Div, Hq., for in¬ 
terrogation, One of the three was on offioer. I called 
the flier and had him climb into my car, Oberloutnant and 
I rode away with him. On the way to the Div. staff we met 
a 1st Sgt of the field gendarmery who had another captured 
flier with him, Lt, SCHAEFER let the prisoner and the 1st 
Sgt. climb in. Later I found out that the name of the Sgt 
was KOENLICH. To role to the Div. staff where Lt. SCHAEFER 
and I was sent back with our car. The tiro captured fliers 
stayed there, also the 1st Sgt, KOENLICH. Vo, the 1st Lt 
SCHAEFER and.I rode back to the KREISLEITUNG in OrLADEN, 

I was still sitting in my car, 0 Lt, Schaefer gave mo the 
order to get one of the two fliers that were turned in last 
and have him climb in. Lt. SCHAEFER thon gave an order to 
a Volkssturm soldier to send a man along. Ho then cane, 
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the Volksstum soldier DROICHft.US whom I know now, X asked 
tha OdSRLEWnt'JJT whereto I should ride, to this I got an 
answer, "ride aJLons*. Ye rode through 0iIAD2H. At the 
exit of the city Lt, SCHAEFER ordered to turn right in the 
direction to thewooda. The VQLKSSTURH soldier UROICHHAUS 
called Lt, SCHAEFER to- attention that we wore surely rid¬ 
ing the wrong way and that there was no road to ride on. 

He received an answer to keep his mouth 3hut, wo ride vhcre 
I command, 

I oan 1 1 recollect each one of the ourses correctly. 

In the woods I refused to ride any further because it was 
impossible on account of all the bomb craters. The 03ER- 
LEUTHJJT ordered us to get out, in his hand I saw a revol¬ 
ver, Hot, the int enti ons of the 03EHLEUTNAHT Yvere clear 
to no. 0 Lt. SQL.EFER and I had walked already a few meters 
ahead. Then the Lt. turned around bnok to the car and 
yelled at DROICHHaUS to get out of the cr.r including the 
captured flier. 3RQICHL.US and the captured flier followed 
the 03ERLElfTH.,HT. I then went to the 03ERLEUTJLUT and 
told him: Must this be? To this he turned at me with the 
words, "it is certain and my order is being carried out". 

He then said, "So, Mr. Sgt. now you can show that you are 
a man and with this he made p. motion with his hand to shoot 
the flier that was walking ahead’ of me, I refused the order 
with these words: I do have an order to drive, there ore 
also others here if you can take the responsibility. Ho 
oalled me a coward and all sorts of names and that he was 
going to report me for refusing an order. Then he yelled 
at the Volksstum soldier and called him the meanest things, 
’.That, I don 1 1 knot/ anymore. He then ordered the Volks- 
sturm soldier to shoot and kept going further with the pris¬ 
oner and the Volksstum soldier while I went back to the 
car, I continually heard from the distance how the GEKR- 
LSUTIL'JIT gave the threatening order to shoot. After a 
short time the Oberleutnrnt SCHAEFER and the volksstum 
soldier came back without the flier. I expected the worst. 

I could not he-r a singular shot because of the shooting 
going on at the front opposite the Rhine. 

Oberleutnrnt SCHAEFER the VCLKSSTURM soldier and I 
rode back to OrluJDEH where the two got out at the KREIS- 
LEITUHG, 0 Lt. SCHAEFER ordered me to wait and I went to 
the ‘.(ACHE, [(Place of the guards) to go to the injured 
captured flier, there I met a doctor. I was called by a 
runner and received from 0. Lt. SCHAEFER an order *n the 
presence of a few high ranking officers to ride again to 
the Div. staff. I then rode to the Div. staff where the 
Ober Feldwobel and the two captured fliers were waiting. 

Me, the two fliers and I, including 0 feldweb'el KOEHLICH 
role to ’..’ERLIELSKIRCHEIT to turn the fliers over at a camp. 

The prison camp was transferred on account of the war 
conditions, tfe were told at a substation (Dienststelle) 
of p. French camp to turn the fliers over at the prison of 
the Police, which v/as also in '.remelskirchen. 

An old Police official opened the door and received 
the two fliers including their equipment and their private 
articles, and signed for the deliverance of the fliers. 

*,7e rode back to Oli.JJEN, but in D.A3RI!TCHaUSEH we made a 
stop bccp.usc first Sgt. KOEHLICH wanted to make a private 
visit. I reported br.ck at the KKEISLEITUHG like I was 
told by 0 Lt. SCHAEFER at the beginning of the trip. I 
had a little to cp.t in the orderly room of the Volksstum 
and an order was given to me, (I cen't recollect by wham) 
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to lea 1 the injured flier, 'Then I cr.no to ny car, the 
flior ’.7no already lorded in,, also tiro Volkssturn soldiers. 
The 03KRLE0T1L'.UT drove up to ne in his cr.r end ordered to 
his cr.r. On r. hillside ner.r the roods in the vic¬ 
inity of LEICHLINGEll he nir.de n stop rnd lot the Volkssturn 
soldiers load out the flier. In the meantime I turned ny 
car rnd suggested to the 0 Lt, to take the nan to a hos¬ 
pital, This he refused, he also had an order end I should 
not bother about it. He, the 0 Lt..SCHAEFER had the man 
sit down and gave no an order, go ahead, this tine you 
don't get by with it. I refused the order but he cave no 
to understand to carry out the order. ’.Then I showed a. 
defensive position again, he pulled his pistol, held it 
against ne and said: "Do you want to, or don't you rant 
to"? Then I pave the impression a for/ tines as if I had 
Ladcheiwnung, (jaming of the pistol) again the 0 Lt. ■ 
threatened ne with his pistol, "lion, don't you rant to?" 

If I, durin„ this excitement rnd under the thread of the 
pistol really shot, I do not deny it, anyway, the 0. Lt. 
came and pushed aside and shot at the flier. 

If ho shot once or more often I don't knor anymore, 
lly begging to bury the man he refused. The tiro volkssturn 
men OSSEIGACH and 1/EIGEL rcre also present at this occasion. 
The 0, Lt. got into his car which ms not far from the 
place rnd said to me. Me tro are not finished as yet. -I 
then rent into my car with the Volkssturm soldiers and rode 
back to OlLADEH. 

Shortly before the occupation by the Americans I ms 
ranted by the SS Gestapo on account of thi3 natter. Only 
the luck that I man't in OrLDEN anymore save ne from the 
hands of the Gestapo. Especially they found out that I 
was not in the party and that I had been before the district 
court of DUESS'LDOKF about Treachejyand attack against the 
party rnd the state, and that I had been in the Political 
prison in AHRATH for a year rnd a half and this from 1937- 
1939. 


At the beginning of this interview I was warned of my 
right to remain silent if I so desired, that I could refuse 
to answer any questions made to me and that anything I 
said could be used against ne, I fully understood ny 
rights and all my statements have been made voluntarily, 
without fear of threat or promise of reward. I 1'bo-wise 
fully understand the consequences of ay confession *nd that 
I ■will be brought to trial on that account. This confes¬ 
sion, consisting of 8 pages I have made in qy own handwriting 
this 13th day of September 1945, in the city jail, OHLADEH, 
Germany,

BODY: Identification and clothing. 

The body (Body A) was clothed in a dark blue 
jacket. In the left pocket wore found a number of 
pieces of candy-covered chewing gum. On the inside 
of the jacket was seen a laundry mark, 2DM191, and 
the label which read as follows; "Suits, Air Crew, 
Blouse, Size #14. Height 5'll" to 6'. Breast 39" 
to 40"--38, Brothers, Limited". Pinnod on the 
inside of the jacket was an oblong -piece of mother 
of pearl measuring 1x4 cm. on which was engraved "J". 
Beneath the jacket wore a wool sweeter, a suede 
vest with a zipper in front, a blue shirt with a 
khaki tie around tho nock, a wool undershirt with 
buttons in front, long wool drawers and finally 
short cotton drawers with the mark III 3258.

EXTREMITIES: 


The upper remitlpa wore completely decayed. 
No fracturoS ‘.rore seen. Tho lowor .extremities wore 
•moderately decayod, the skin having an almost cheesy 
consistency. There was a lacorution through the 
middle Third of tho anterior surface of the left leg 
through which projected the pointed end of tho 
distal fragment of tho fractured loft tibia. There 
was a spiral fracture through the middle third of the 
left tibia, A simple fracture of tho nladle third 
of the left fibula was alee found. No other 
fractures were found»

CAUSE OF DEATH: 


Multiple bullet wounds of the skull. 
Fractured ribs. 

Conpcund fracture left tibia. 

Simple fracture luft fibula. 


NOTE: 


It is believed that tho cause of doath hero 
was primarily bullet v/ourds of the skull, the result 
of the penetration of two bullets. These bullets 
were fired by a pistol from the right of the indi¬ 
vidual. Both entered tho right tenp'orul region 
in about the sane place forming one oval hole and 
emerged close together forming a buttorfly shaped 
hole in the loft temporal sphenoid bones. One o." 
the bullets was lodged in tho soft tissues in the 
left temporal region. It is therefore a reasonable 
assumption that the bullets were fired from a close 
distance, possibly less than 10 feet, Tho other 
injuries which were found at autopsy, in themselves 
were of such a nature and severity as not to bo 
immediately fatal and from vh inh a recovery could 
have reasonably been expoctod.

A Joint interrogation 
of the* two witnesses nnd of HVELZER brought about a con¬ 
fession by HOELZER that he 6hot one of the threctfllers. 

I warned him of his rights again and asked for a written 
statement. He stated he would make one and I took him to 
his cell nnd left him alon® writing his confession. 

The confession signed and sworn to by BROICy-AUS, 
Airmsjfchvalid, was found to contain too much Irrelevant 
natter while not making sufficiently clear some other 
points which I considered important. The same was true of * 
HOSLZER's confession. For that reason each one of them was 
subseouently interviewed on the 6ane natter and. they wrote 
their confessions, which are appended to the original of 
this ease, ns the interrogation progressed. 
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Tha IntarviewB with FOTXZSR nnd BBOICJf-AUS were con¬ 
ducted nt nil tinea without threat, coercion or force.

I ask you to call the following witnesses: 

I. First of oil Oberst Jakobs, who in March, 1945 was a nenber of 
a Unit of the Amy of Field Marshal Model, Qu.ll by Ober- 
quartioraeister, The Qberquarticmcistor was stationed in 
Opladen in the Finance Office. Oberst Jackobs -as Gcneral- 
stab-offixier, At present I ara looking for his hone address. 

I believe that Oberst Jakobs was acquainted with all the of¬ 
ficers of that unit of Field Marshal Model's and many other 
high ranking officers in Model's Amy, so that quite likely nn 
enquiry in a eanp with high ranking officors, ’would disclose 
the hone address of Oberst Jakobs. 3ecauso of the high pos¬ 
ition of Oberst Jakobs, it is tr be cxroctod that many other 
officers of the Gcnoral Staff ./ere acquainted with hin, and 
could give information about his hone address. 

II. Polizcimcistcr X". in Voraeiakirchen, who was the Chief of Police 
of Verneiakirehen near Opladen in March 1945. At that tine 
there was t’wo Chiefs of Police in Verneiskirchen. One of the 
Chiefs of Police is reported to have yCleivod Holzer of both 
those prisoners. I an attempting to obtain a nore accurate 
discription of the Polizoimoister conoornod, from Holser, so 
that I will bo able to distinguish hin fron the second Polizoi- 
ncistcr. 

IH.FeldWebel Korlich. At the present tine I can give in infor-

On tho 
floor was a writing stand. 3oth flyers came into the first coll on 
tho right. The handing ovor certificate was received by Ofw. Korlich 
and it stayed in 'Verneiskirchen or in the surrounding area. After that, 
Holzer drove back to Opladcn. Most likely there was Just one Polizci- 
neistor in Vemeiskirchcn. Host likely ho lived in the prison block 
on the first floor.
